Ohio 'Hoover Commission' Urges

BERLIN (AP) — Alfred Sven- 
son, the U.S. Army captain who 
defected last May to Communist

courses are even 
more amazed by the lack of fundamental 
knowledge possessed by students forced 
into their classrooms.

NEW YORK (AP)—Uncle Sam 
is financially embarrassed in his 
dealings 
with 
the 
rest 
of 
the 
world because for several years 
he’s been sending more dollars 
abroad than he has been geting 
back. And yet his exports of goods 
and services exceed his imports 
by around $4 billion a year. 
Some of the cause of the defi­ 
cit Lies in government policies. 
But not all of it. How then do a1] 
these billions of dollars flow out 
of the country? 
First there are commercial im­ 
ports, now costing around $16.8 
billion a year, foul per cent high­ 
er than a year ago. 
Their total cos* in dollars may 
rise still more as the country be­ 
comes 
more 
prosperous. 
Some 
imports are raw materials that 
U.S. industries will be chewing 
up. Some goods come in because 
they are cheaper than Americans 
can produce—and in a number of 
cases curbs have been put on this 
inflow. Others are quality or high 
style or novelty goods that Amer­ 
icans buy when they are flush. 
Second, money flows out 
when 
American banks make loans to 
foreigners. The United States has 
been the fastest source for such 
capital. And interest rates here 
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usually are lower than t h o s e i 
charged by foreign banks. 
Third, 
Americans have 
been 
buying foreign stocks and bonds. I 
The government says that sales 
here of new long-term foreign se­ 
curities are now running at an 
annual rate of $1.7 billion. 
Also, 
corporations 
or 
wqll- 
heeled individual with idle cash 
have been sending dollars to Eur­ 
ope for short-term securities pay­ 
ing higher interest than obtain­ 
able here. This outflow is 
called 
hot money. 
And whenever 
there’s 
much 
tafli about the dollar being under 
pressure because of the balance 
of payments deficit, some specu­ 
lators send their dollars abroad 
to buy gold or securities or for 
deposit in banks 
Fourth, American corporations 
have been s p e n d i n g dollars 
abroad to build factories and dis­ 
tribution centers 
Motivations are 
cheaper 
production 
costs, 
or 
crawling under tariff walls other 
nations build against American- 
made goods, or getting close to 
fast growing consumer 
markets 
abroad. 
But 
these 
invested 
billons 
abroad aren’t alt on the deficit 
side of the balance of payments. 
A 
lot of dollars flow 
back a s 
earnings from these plants. 
A fifth source of the outflow of 
dollars lies in the large amounts 
of American securities, rear es­ 
tate, 
factories 
and 
resources 
owned by foreigners. Interest, div­ 
idends and profits on these hold­ 
ings speed dollars overseas. 
A sixth source of U.S. dollars 
for foreigners is the 
American 
tourist 
In 1962, the Federal Re­ 
serve Bank of St. Ixnus points 
out, Americans spent $1.9 billion 
in 
foreign 
countries, 
plus 
$563 
million on foreign carriers. T h e 
total this year is expected to be 
higher. 
This $2.5 biHn-m 
outflow 
last 
year was only partly offset by the 
$1 
billion foreign 
visitors spent 
here, including 
what they paid 
U.S. carriers for transportation.

The Test Ban Treaty is now part 
of our world, and taken by itself 
I persist in thinking it a desirable 
thing. The 
chance 
that 
Russia 
might, in the 
absence of further 
atomspheric testing, beat us 
to 
producing an effective anti - mis­ 
sile missile or a means of jam ­ 
ming military communications sys­ 
tems on a continental and ocean­ 
ic s c a l e seems really remote 
This may testify to my technolo­ 
gical innocence, but I haven’t seen 
anything yet that would indicate 
that either side is on the trail of 
either the absolute nuclear weap­ 
on or the absolute anti-weapon. 
Furthermore, it is not in 
the 
cards that the United States and 
the Soviet Union will ever fight an 
atomic war no matter what is done 
in the realm of further testing 
An atomic .struggle would bring 
two sets of “overkill” into action 
— and the peoples who live at 
the ends of the earth, far away 
from what would become the smok­ 
ing and poisoned shambles of the 
east European “heartland” 
and 
the 
North 
American 
continent, 
would live to capitalize on the dis­ 
appearance of two monster world 
powers. Assuming there is an iota 
of self-interest in Soviet Russia 
and in the United States, neither 
Khrushchev nor John F. Kennedy 
will ever press a button that would 
effectively 
hand the world over 
to the Red Chinese 
However, if the test ban merely 
recognizes the fact of a mutual 
atomic checkmate, it exposes the 
U. S. to all manner of psycholo­ 
gical dangers. 
We are already 
hearing that there 
must 
be a 
“further” relaxation of tensions 
The thought of this is alluring, 
but the terms are not defined. 
Tensions, we know by the example 
of people in madhouses, can be re­ 
laxed by the cultivation of illu­ 
sions. Or they eau be relaxed on 
one side by exploiting the tensions 
of the other side The danger is 
that the American peace move­ 
ment, which has always been soft­ 
headed, will prove strong enough 
to win the day for a safety-through- 
iilusion victory. 
As a peace-loving soul, I would 
gladly have my own political ten­ 
sions relaxed. Then I could apply 
for a pleasant job covering t h e 
New York Mets. However, illu­ 
sions have never appealed to me, 
and I should hate to lose that tense
